GIFT  RECEIVED 

Avila  College  students  studying  in  the 
areas  related  to  mental  health  will  be  the 
beneficiaries  of  a $30,000  gift  received 
this  summer.  The  Melvin  Brown  Memorial 
Fund  contributed  the  money  to  provide 
aid  in  the  form  of  scholarships  and  grants 
to  students  pursuing  a major  subject  in- 
volving or  related  to  mental  health.  Each 
year  the  interest  income  generated  from 
the  endowment  will  be  used  to  help 
deserving  students. 

A strong  expectation  and  commitment 
for  a career  in  the  mental  health  field  is 
required  of  the  recipients.  This  could 
include  work  in  areas  such  as  psychology, 
social  work,  nursing,  or  education. 

The  Melvin  Brown  Memorial  Fund  was 
established  by  the  late  Max  and  Bertha 
Brown  of  Kansas  City  to  perpetuate  the 
memory  of  their  son,  Melvin,  and  to  help 
others  through  support  of  education  in 
the  mental  health  field. 


KRESGE  GRANT 

A $75,000  grant  has  been  awarded  to 
Avila  College  by  the  Kresge  Foundation 
of  Troy,  Michigan.  The  Trustees  of  the 
foundation  awarded  the  grant  in  support 
of  a building  project  that  will  complete 
the  new  library  on  the  campus.  The  drive 
to  fund  the  two-story  structure  began  in 
November,  1976  with  a 1.5  million  dollar 
goal.  To  date  over  1.2  million  dollars 
has  been  contributed. 

With  the  Kresge  Foundation  grant 
contingent  on  Avila  College  reaching  its 
goal,  the  library  fund  drive  is  continuing 
with  expectations  of  realizing  the  goal 
by  the  end  of  this  year.  The  $75,000 
grant  will  offer  a challenge  in  the  final 
push  to  complete  the  drive.

events.  Levine  is  also  the  author  of 
four  books. 

Levine  is  listed  in  "Who's  Who  in 
America”,  and  his  journalism  awards  in- 
clude an  Overseas  Press  Club  honor  for 
the  "most  outstanding  radio  and  TV 
reporting  from  abroad”,  a "Headliners 
Award",  and  an  Emmy  citation.  His 
commentaries  and  reports  have  been  a 
regular  part  of  NBC  news  programs  and 
he  is  a frequent  panel  member  on  "Meet 
the  Press". 

Levine  is  the  fourth  speaker  in  the 
Harry  $ Truman  Distinguished  Lecture 
Beries.
